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The Passing Show 
By J. 8. COWPER 

A. P. Herbert has a new book for those who 
treasure the English language, and wince each 
time a friend stabs it in the side or clubs it over 
the head. The British novelist, Parliamentarian 
and humorist is a member of the staff of 
“Punch,” and employs all the arts of gentle 
satire in his cause. 

Departmental ukases are among the fre- 
quent examples of palsied English that Mr. Her- 
bert holds up to scorn. Believe it or not, bu‘ 
among the examples of good Englsh—simple, 
precise and effective—is a page from Captain 
Joshua Slocum’s “Sailing Alone Around the 
World,” in which the simple New England 
mariner describes his plight in a storm. 

I'd like to hear Herbert on the following 
example of judicial turgidity, delivered by an 
English judge in charging the jury in a recent 
manslaughter case. 

“Quite plainly, in my view, I cannot find 
it very difficult to see how you can fail to 
find that this woman is not guilty of man- 
slaughter.” 

One has the feeling that the judge was try- 
ing to say: 

“In my opinion, you will be justified in 
finding this woman is not guilty of man- 
slaughter.” 

The jury might well lose itself in the maze 
of unnecessary qualifications, in puzzling out 
the riddle.

The Delsartean maxim “Conscious weakness 
assumes attitudes of strength” is true of speech 
as it is of posture. I recall hearing in a Lon- 
don hotel an East Indian prince airing his Eng- 
lish to a bewildered tailor.

ing dejobbed and proceeding with a heart 
and intestine filled with misery to this den 
of doom. myself did greedily contemplate 
culpable homicide. but Him who did pro- 
tect Daniel (poet) safely through the lion’s 
dens will protect this servant in his home 
of evil 

“As to reason given by yourself goodself 
esquire for dejobment the incrimina- 
tion was laziness. No sir. It were impos- 
sible that myself, who has pitched sixteen 
infants children into this valley of tears can 
have a lazy atom in his morte! frame, and 
the sudden departure of eleven pounds 
monthly has left me on the verge Of the 
abyss of destitution and despair. 

“I hope this vision of horror will enrich 
your dreams this night and good Ange! will 
meet and pulverise your heart of nether 
millstone so that you will awaken, and with 
as much alacrity be compatable 
with your personal safety you will hasten 
to rejobbulate your Servant.”
